President Reagan, returning late Friday 
from a campaign trip to Florida, said through 
a spokesman that a -veto would come surely 
and quickly. Reagan "has said he will veto it,

Secretary of . State George P. 
Shultz said it was "quite improbable” 
a new treaty to reduce strategic nu- 
clear weapons could be wrapped up 
before President Reagan leaves of- 
fice next January. 

Nor, Shultz said, is there a basis 
for Reagan and General Secretary 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev to hold a filth 
and final summit meeting. "If there 
were a meeting there would have to 
be a good reason nnd I don't see 
what it would be ot this point," he. 
said. 

But Shultz was upbeat about the 
prospects or opening East-West ne- 
gotiations to reduce troops, tanks 
and other mobile. .weapons in Eu- 
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lions the -Soviets were prepared to 
make changes in their criminal pro- 
cedures and otherwise undertake "a 
substantial and positive treatment of 
human rights issues.”

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Democrats fail to break GOP wage bill filibuster

WASHINGTON — Senate Democrats failed on 
a second attempt Friday to break a GOP fili- 
bustc r on ra is ing t h e minimum wage, but they 
picked up support from five more Republicans 
and vowed to try again next week. 


Eight Republicans joined 48 Democrats in the 
56-35 vote — four'short of the 60 needed — to re- 
strict further debate on a bill 'by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., to raise the wage floor to $3.75 
an hour in January, $4.15 in 1990 and $4.55 in 1991, 
The minimum wage has been frozen at $3.35 
since 1981. In the seven and one-half years since 


then, proponents of the increase argoe, inflation 
has dropped its purchasing power by 30 percent to 
about $2.60, measured in uninflntcd dollars. 

Action on the measure has been stalled for 
more than a week because of o parliamentary 
move by Kennedy that, with majority supportj \

The official said the Soviets also 
promised to issue new regulations 
governing emigration and to circu- 
late Constitutional amendments and 
other reforms in their judicial sys- 
tem. 

The United States has refused to 
conclude a review in Vienna of the 
1975 Helsinki agreement, a 35-nation 
accord designed to lessen tensions in 
Europe, until the Soviets agreed to 
give "equal balance” to human rights 
concerns. 

Shultz spoke to reporters at the 
White House after Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard A.. Shevardnadze 
met for an hour with President Rea- 
gan. Tlie Soviet official also held 
four rounds of talks with Shultz over 
two days. 

Later at an hour-long news confer- 
ence at the Soviet Embassy, She- 
vardnadze predicted many practi- 
cal results' will continue to he fell" 
during the remaining months of the 
Reagan administration. 

At the same lime, lie chided the 
l ! .S. side for wliat he termed as its 
refiisal to allow the Soviets permis- 
sion for on-site inspection of naval 
vessels carrying nuclear weapons. 

Bui the Soviet official raised the 
pnssiblity that the two countries will 
he able to radio agreement on the 
verification issue in connection with 
separate treaties covering peaceful 


nuclear explosions and limits on un- 
derground testing. Neither treaty 
has yet to be ratified. 

Shultz nevertheless described the 
two days of meeting as "pick and 
shovel work," indicating the focus 
was on details rather than on wrap- 
ping up accords. 

Shevardnadze, meanwhile, told re- 
porters the two sides had instructed 
their delegations to try to work out 
an interim agreement to place ceil- 
inf's on U.S. and Soviet long-range 
nuclear warheads. 

This may he possi bile." he said 
through an interpreter. Tt will re- 
quire work, hut one cannot be defi- 
nite now.” 

Shultz, however, was less opti- 
mistic, saying the two day of talks on 
arms control presented "a spmewhal 
mixed picture." 

He said any ceiling on weapons 
would require extensive verification 
procedures to guard against viola- 
tions. He said there was progress on 
procedures to' monitor compliance 
with 1974 and 1976 treaties that limit 
underground nuclear- tests to 150 
kilotons and Reagan may he able to 
submit those accords to the' Senate 
for ratification before Jan. 20. 

But on other arms control issues, 
Shultz said, "I can't say there is real- 
ly any substantial progress to re- 
port.' 

Shevardnadze also said the. two 
sides had made headway toward 
opening East-West talks to reduce 
ground troops, tanks and other mo- 
bile forces in Europe. • —

BEIRUT, Lebanon <AP) — Rival 
Moslem and Christian governments 
threatened Lebanon with formal par- 
tilloh Friday after Parliament failed 
to elect a successor to President 
Amin Gemnyel. 

Gcmayel, 45, ended his six-year 
term at midnight Thursday and 
handed power to his Christian army- 
commander, Gen. Michel Aoun, ap- 
pointing him Prime Minister of a six- 
man military Cabinet. 

The three Moslem officers named 
to serve in the caretaker government 
refused to take up their posts, and 
the country's Moslem majority vowed 
allegiance to incumbent acting Prime 
Minister Satim Hoss, a Sunni 
Moslem. . 

The tiny Mediterranean country of 
4,036 square miles has been plagued 
by sectarian strife since 1975. But 
this was the first time since indepen- 
dence from France in 1943 that 
Lebanon's population of 4 million has 
come close to formalizing the defacto 
partition. 

Daniel Simpson, the highest rank- 
. ing U.S. diplomat in Lebanon, visted 
Hoss in west Beirut Friday and told 
reporters later: "It was an opportuni- 
ty to.be informed of the situation ns 
it stands." 

Simpson did not say which govern- 
ment Washington would recognize. 

After the meeting. Christian gun- 
men. apparently angered by his 
meeting with Hoss, stopped Simp- 
sons car at a crossing finking east 
and west Beirut. They tried to pre- 
vent the diplomat from returning to 
his residence in the Christian sector.

Suit settlement gives investors 
control over geothermal well

TWIN FALLS - Catfish soon may- 
be swimming near Blue Lakes Coun- 
try Club, after a lawsuit settlement 
this week gave Oklahoma investors 
more control over a geothermal well. 

"Were going to do some construc- 
tion on the properly — we’d like to 
start raising catfish," said JefT Stone, 
vice president of Professional In- 
vestors Life Insurance Co. uf TVilsa,- 
Okla. Stone announced the settle- 
ment this week, just as the suit was 
togu trial. 

Although a geothermal well that 
was involved in the three-year legal 
battle is capped and unused. Stone 
said the settlement gives him access 
to the geothermal well to heat water 
for catfish raising. 

A settlement n few months ago in 
another lawsuit with the College of 
Southern Idaho gave Stone and 
Professional Investors the right to 
raise fish on the property. 

Stone is secretary of a corporation 
suing to evict another corporation 
that has been raising fish on' the 


Snake River Canyon property. .Al- 
though Stone and his father own half 
of that second fish-raising. Stone snid 
local fish farmer Ken- Ellis had pos- 
session of the property. 

Stone snid he wasn't gettting paid' 
rent on time and the property was 
deteriorating. 

The bottom line is we wanted El- 
lis off the property," Stone said. "He 
may he a good fish-raiser, hut he did- 
n't want to take care of the property. 

But Ellis' Burley Attorney, R.C. Stone, 
took issue with Stone's statements, say-

TWIN FALLS - Irrigators need not 
worry about filing water.right claims 
on water supplied by canal compa- 
nies, according to Department Wa- 
ter Resources officials. 

This and other questions were an- 
swered at a public meeting Thursday 
on the Snake River Basin Adjudication. 

Several farmers expressed concern 
that they would lose water if they ir- 
rigated. fewer acres than they owned 
shares for in the canal company. But 
Adjudication > Bureau Chief David 
Shaw assured them that the canal 
company would file on the number of 
acres under irrigation regardless of 
the number of shares. 

"Were not looking at shares, were 
looking at acres," Shaw said. The canal 
company water right will depend on the 
number of acres under irrigation and 
the amount of water per acre. 

The number of shares a farmer 
owns is a business'-arrlingomcnt be- 
tween the canal company and the 
fanner, and it is of no concem-to 
DWR or the adjudication bureau. 
.Shaw said. 


But he urged. holders of other wa- 
ter rights such as supplemental wells 
and domestic and stock watering 
wells to file claims. 

"Filing a claim’ will preserve the pri- 
ority date of that claim," Shaw said. 
The adjudication process is merely a 
rerecording of existing water rights and 
their priority dates, he snid. 

"If there's a water use out there you 
think you own, you should file on it,” he 
said. 

In the state of Idaho, domestic and 
stock wells that draw loss than 13,000 
gullons a day. do net require permits. In 
order uf preserve the priority date on 
such a well, however, Shaw recom- 
mended Jiling a claim on it. Any domes- 
tic or stock well not filed in the adjudi- 
cation will have a Nov. 20.

One farmer asked about a' 'seep 
stream on his property frdm-which 
his stock drank. Shaw said the canal • 
companies own the water insidc'lhe 
boundaries of their -service area and 
will file a claim on it ; 

"Any water they have control of is 
their water," Shaw said. That is true 
of any water that could come from 
leakage or scepnge from a canal, he 
snid. The farmer who makes use of 
that water need not file a claim on it. 

Owners of water rights, have 90 days 
to file from the time they receive theit*- 
notice. They need not wait, however, 
Shaw said. A claim can be filed at nny 
district office of the DWR. 

Anyone chiming a right to divert 
water from n public resource should 
file. That claim should include n legal 
description of the property, the priori- 
ty date of the diversion, the amount 
of water used and what it is used for. 

DWR will offer two clinics, on Nov. 1G 
and/30, to help -property owners file 
their claims.

Forest Service extends comment time on fee

TWIN FALLS,— Users of leased electronic com- 
munications sites on National Fores tJamLwjJL. 
have an additional two months to comment on a 
proposed fee increase. 

In response to requests from Congress and the 
broadcast industry, the U.S. Forest Service an- 
nounced late Thursday a GO-day extension on the 
comment period originally scheduled to end Sept. 
28. 

Congress has required the Forest Service to 
charge fees based on a "fair market value-: of the . 
sites leased for installations of electronic eommu- 
;nication equipment. Because of the volume of pub- 
; lie comments on an Oct. 1987 proposal to increase 
rental fees, the Forest Service submitted a second 
draft for additional comments. 

A number of congressmen, including Iduho 
Sons. Jim McClure and Steve Symms, told the 
Forest Service that time was too short for broad* 
.casters to develop their own data on the value of 
rental sitcs ; vsaid George Leonard, associate forest 
service chief. 

"It is not unusual to extend a comment period if 
those affected can present valid reasons why they 
can't comment during the time allowed, " he said. 

" "There's been' enough concern, expressed by 
broadcasters that this proposed increase could 


severely hamper their ability to provide news and 
programming." McClure, R-Jdnhu, said in Thurs- 
day press release. "In rural areas that aren't ser- ■ 
viced. by cable, it may even eliminate television 
s ervice. I hope that w ith t his e x tension o f the com- 
nient period, the broadcasters and the Forest Ser- 
vice can work out an agreement that's acceptable," 
he said. 

We've had "the ..most concern .expressed by n 
much, larger group than the broadcasters," said 
John Hatch, natural resources field representative 
for Symms. He referred to "commercial communi- 
cators" who provide local radio communication ser- 
vices to users including ranchers and farmers in 
remote locations, who arc. "probably being much 
hnrder hit than Hj^broadcasteni," he said. 

Symms agrees with commercial communicators 
that the proposed fees are not an adequate repre- 
sentation of fair market values for sites in Idaho. 
Hatch said. 

"It doesn't treat all users fairly." 

The comment period has been crUpifffrtyllow • 
an independent appraisal "of fair market values 
and to give users rime lo analyze information and 
get their comments in, he said. 

The commercial communicators were disap- 
pointed with the second draft, Hafch snid. It gave 
some concessions to the broadcasters but left the 
others hanging. 

"The appraisal wos not representative of the 


sites we have here in Idaho," he said. 

"Nobody has qualms abouf "paying fair rent," 
said Jim Cox of Twin Falls, owner of Auto Phone, 
who leases radio repeater sites on Mount Hurri- 
son. But the ra tes propose d by t he Fores t S ervice 
are unreal i Stic, he said. 

"(The rates) have been too low, but the new 

rates are ridiculous." Cox said. He expects the cost 
to lease his repeater sites to increase fourfold, he — 
said. 

He will pass on - the increase lo his customers 
and expects to luse some of them. 

The new rate. schedule was established by an 
appraisal of 385 private sites leased for similur 
purposes, snid Frank Elder, regional special uses 
officer withjho Forest Service. Fees vary with 
types of use ulid the population within 40 miles. 

The current fee system is bnsed on the value Of 
the equipment, Elder said. The minimum fee now 
is $50 a year except where a fee waiver is in effect. 
The new minimum will be $75 a year even where 
a-waiver is granted. 

The annual fee for those who paid $50 will aver- 
age $80, he said. , 

Commercial communicators, such as Jim Cox, 
would pay $700 a year for the first frequency at a 
site and $200 a year for each additional frequency, 
Elder said. 

JLn coses where increases are high, they would 
be phased in over three to five years, he said.

The Department of Health 
and Welfare announced Friday 
that after a five-day .inspection 
by a federal team, the system 
will he certified. Examiners from 
the Department of-Hcaith. and. 
Human Services said the state's 
system for -managing Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren appears to meet federal 
standards. 

"Everyone feels very good 
here," said Health and Welfare 
Director Rich Donovan. "We fi- 
nally won one."

EPICS was the name of a com- 
puter system set up late in 1986 
to.handle the thousands of assis- 
tance checks sent out monthly. It 
was designed to speed the paper- 
work. 

But when it was put into oper- 
ation, many welfare recipients 
complained of late or' missing 
checks. The Twin Falls office re- 
.. ported in .1986 that the system 
often shut down, causing paper- 
work to back up and delay assis- 
tance checks.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Rival 
Moslem and Christinn governments 
threatened Lebanon with formal par- 
tition Friday after Parliament failed 
to elect a successor to President 
Amin Gomnycl. ■ 

Gcmaycl, 45, ended his six-year 
term at midnight Thursday and 
handed power to his Christian army 
commander, Gen. Michel Aoun, ap- 
pointing him Prime Minister of a six- 
man military Cabinet. 

The three Moslem officers named 
to serve in the caretaker government 
refused to take up their posts, and 
the country’s Moslem majority vowed 
allegiance to incumbent acting Prime 
Minister . Salim Hoss, a Sunni 
Moslem. 

The tiny Mediterranean country of 
4,036 square miles has been plagued 
by sectarian strife since 1975, But 
this was the first time since indepen- 
dence from France in 1943 that 
Lebanon's population of 4 million has 
come close to formalizing the defneto 
partition. 

Daniel Simpson, the highest rank- 
ing U.S. diplomat in Lebanon, visted 
Hoss in west Beirut Friday and told 
reporters Inter: "It was an opportuni- 
ty to.be informed of the situation ns 
it stands." 

Simpson did not any which govern- 
ment Washington would recognize. 

After the meeting, Christinn gun-

OKs computer system

BOISE — EPICS, the comput- 
er system that gave major 
headaches to 'welfare officials in 
Twin Falls and around the state 
when it was launched nearly two 
years ago, has been approved by 
the federal government. 

The .Department of Health 
and Welfare announced Friday 
that after a five-day. inspection 
by a federal team, ’the system 
will be certified. Examiners from 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services said the state’s 
system for managing Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren appears to meet federal 
standards. 

"Everyone feels very good 
here," said Health and Welfare 
Director Rich Donovan. "We fi- 
nally won one."

to hide information in order to sell 
the bonds and conspired to do ao. 

About 24,000. bondholders and 
Chemical Bank, a trustee for the 
bondholders, are suing 15 public 
utility districts, two engineering 
companies and a financial firm for 
fraudulently selling the bonds in 
order to build two nuclear power 
plants in Washington! ' 

The plants were never complet- 
ed and WPPSS defaulted on the 
bonds in 1983 following a Wash- 
ington Supreme Court decision 
nullifying the utilities' agree- 
ments to share in the building 
costa and power. 


The agreements called for es- 
tablishing a participants commit- 
tee •— seven people representing . 
the 88 utilities that were involved 
in the projects. 

The disputed tapes ure 33 ex- 
cerpts of nine committee mft-tings 
around early 1980 when the com- 
mittee was discussing problems 
that eventually led to terminating 
the projects.

It ap- 
plies to all public buildings and. re- 
quires agencies to submit an inspec- 
tion report and plan for dealing with 
any problems. 

The inspection and report should 
cost about S3, 000, half of which 
should lie paid for by a federal grant,

budgeted the necessary funds. 

But any clennup costs likely will be 
spread out over a number of years, he 


added. The district has no plans to 
spend any money on cleanup until 
lieyondjhc end of the current fiscal 
year, ending next summer, Bnuscher 
said.

Lewis 
was second in 9.92, and Linford 
Christie of Great Britain won the 
bronze in 9.97. 

“In the first 30 meters, l knew I had 
the race,” Johnson said after he had 
taken a cople of laps around the track 
with a Canadian flag in hand.’ “I 
sailed through. This gold was' for my 
mother, for everybody, for Canada." 

Calvin Smith, another American, 
was fourth in 9.99, making this the 
first 100 meters ever with four men 
under 10 seconds. 

Lewis, Jjius, will be unable to equal 
his four-gold grand slam of four years 
ago, when he won the 100, 200, long 
jump and was a member of the win- 
ning 400 relay. He could still, howev- 
er, become the first m an to re peat a s a 
"~gol3 medalist in an Olympic sprint 
when he goes in the 200 next Wcdnes-

August energy sales were up 16.2 percent from the year before, 
said company economic analyst Barr Smith. 

Lost month, warmer than' normal temperatures and continuing 
drought conditions caused in increased demand for air conditioning 
and irrigation pumping, Smith said. Last year in August, the load 
was down because it was cooler than normal and precipitation was 
higher than normal. 

Residential energy sales were up 8.3 percent, industrial sales were 
up 12.5 cent and irrigation sales grew 21.6 percent. 

For the year total energy sales are down less than 0.5 percent from 
lost year, even including a 52 percent decline in ofT-system sales to- 
other utilities, Smith said. 

Church to renovate hotel 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The Mormon Church will launch an ex- 
tensive S3-million-to-S7-million renovation of the Temple Square Ho- 
tel, located just west of the faith's Salt Lake Temple. 

Robert D. Hales, the presiding bishop of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, said the hotel will be closed Oct. 31, with 
reopening scheduled for the summer of 1990. 

The five- floor hotel currently has 190 rooms, but the renovation 
will turn it into a small executive-type, European-style 90-room inn, 
Hales said. 

The building was built in 1930 and will be restored as closely as 
possible to its original state. 

A terra cotta marquee once at the entrance or the hotel will be re- 
cast, and a new carriage court will be added between the building’s 
south side and the adjacent Crossroads Mall parking- structure, 
-Hales said. 

M-K subsidiary wins'job 

BOISE (AP) - A subsidiary of Morrison-Knudsen Corp. has re- 
ceived a contract for about $44 million to open six miles of 1 1 -foot-di- 
ameter irrigation tunnel in central Utah. 

The contract was awarded to Morrison-Knudsen Co. by the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation, the company announced Wednesday. 

The tunnel will be opened from Strawberry Reservoir, run beneath 
a mountain range and connect with an existing irrigation network. 
Future plans call for the building of a hydroelectric plant at the end 
of the tunnel. 

A tunnel-boring machine 'will be used to. drive the tunnel, which 
will be lined with concrete to an inside diameter of just over eight 
feet. The work includes 1.2 miles of access roads. 

Work on the project is expected to start immediately, with comple- 
tion scheduled early in 1993. 

Gas company seeks rate cut

Utilities Commission for permission to cut an average of 10 percent 
from the prices it charges more than 100,000 southern Idaho custom- 
ers.

Orders for ‘big ticket’ 
goods soar in August 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Orders 
“big ticket" durable goods soared 6.0 * 
percent in August on the strength of 
big jumps in the military and trans- 
portation sectors. 

The Commerce Department said to- 
tal orders jumped to a seasonally ad- 
justed $123. 1 billion last month. The 
big jump follows a huge 7.4 percent 
decline in July, the biggest in more 
than four years, and an 8.7 percent in- 
crease in June,' which was the largest 
in 30 months. 

Orders for transportation equip- 
ment in August were up by 20.9 per- 
cent to $35.4 billion. More than half 
the increase was for motor vehicles 
and parts. Auto orders had been weak 
in July as factories were switching 
over to a new model year. 

That follows a 22.4 percent plunge 
in July and a 33.3 percent gain in 
June. .The transportation category 
has been buffeted back and forth in 
recent months by big swings in orders 
for aircraft, ships and tanks. 

Orders for defense goods jumped 
15.3 percent in 'August to $8.1 billion, 
-following-a 40.4-percent-drop-in-July- 
ond a 68.3 percent increase in June. 
This category, which is also very vola- 
tile front month to month, overlaps 


transportation and includes military 
planes, tanks and ships. 

Excluding defense goods, orders 
rose 5.4 percent lost month following 
a decline of 2.2 percent in July and an 
incrcoso of 4.2 percent in June. 

Excluding transportation, orders 
rose 1.0 percent in August, fell 0.9 
percent in July andxose 0.7 percent in 
June. 

Orders in the key category of non- 
defense capital goods, a good barome- 
ter of business expansion plans, were 
up 5.4 percent in August to $38.2 bil- 
lion, following gains of 2.2 percent in 
July and 12.5 percent in June, This 
has been one of the strongest areas of 
the economy as manufacturers gear 
up to meet a boom in export sales. 

Orders for primary metals such as 
steel fell 1.6 percent in August, follow- 
ing small declines in July and June. 

' Orders for the machinery category 
which includes computers rose 4.2 
percent in August after falling 2.9 
percent a month earlier. Other kinds 
of electrical machinery were ofT 0.4 
percent after a 3.2 percent gain in 
July. ; 

Shipments of durable goodstfose 4.4 
percent in August to SI 18.2 billion fol- 
lowing a 2.9 percent drop in July.
